The capuchiri, macaque, arxl lemurs do not have sufficienit increased cagie complexilies; providing objects lo 
menipulate: varied Food items: using foraging or toek-griented feeding methods. The care laker slated iFtey do provide 
toys and otihar foraging, but the toys ara curronlly dirty, hlo avidenoa of Foraging was pnesant durlr^l thrs inspactlon. 
During this inspection all the non human primates were observed sitting on their perch or on the ground., The 
capuchin and maeapue are sirtgularly houseril arid lemurs are grr^np hriusEd. The rhesus, nriacague was sitting on one 
of the load / water holders, no perch or envkonmenlal enrfchmenl In rts enclosure. The care taker slated lhat they 
lake Ihe macaque oijt daily For enrichment, however there needs to be a vgripiy pf enrichment io keep these animals 
adequately enhancsd. The physical ertvironmant in the primary enclosures non huntaji primates must be ehrichad by 
providing means ol expressing non injurious species-typical adivilies.

The license slated lhal they were in their travel 
encl[3£ures because ihair other encldsures were bein^ cleaned, li was evirlant Ihai these animals were in these travel 
encloscnes for more than one day due to observing multiple occurrences of excreta. To prevent these animals from 
living in unhegitby stressful corKWkins^ they must be moved lo encJosunes in which ihey can make normal postural 
and scdial adiuslrttenls shoniy alter arriving at your destinalion.
